To His Excellency, the Governor of Mississippi: 


It becomes our duty once more to transmit through you to 
the Legislature the report of the Medieal Superintendent of 
the State Lunatic Asylum, accompanied by the report of the 
Steward. These reports are gratifying to us and the friends 
of humanity throughout the State, evidencing, as they do, the 
efficient, intelligent, humane and thorough supervision and 
management of the Institution under our care by the officers 
immediately charged with that duty. To the Medical Super- 
intendent great praise is due, not only for the accomplished 
and zealous discharge of the duty specially devolved upon 
him, but for his painstaking direction of all the details con- 
nected with the daily working of the Asylum in all its depart- 
ments. The unfortunate victims of insanity now within the 
walls of the buildings could wish no better fortune than to 
be committed to the care of Dr. Mitehell for another term. 

We have had an elegant stable erected upon the grounds in 
rear of the main building, and this will supply the wants of 
the Institution in this respect. Another wing for the males 
is much needed, and unless the Legislature is prepared to 
build another Lunatie Asylum, it should be built at once. 
The grounds and buildings are becoming annually more 
attractive, and every effort has been made to husband the 
appropriations so as to improve and beautify them. 

The insane need some amusement outside of the ordinary 
walks in the afternoons. A billiard room, a ten-pen alley, and 
other means of diversion might with great propriety be pro- 
vided ; but we have not felt authorized so to employ the 
money set apart for maintaining the Asylum.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT, 


To the Board of Trustees of the Mississippi State Lunatic 
Asylum : ' 


GENTLEMEN: According to the usual custom, We now 
present our Biennial Report, which embraces but twenty-three 
months, anticipating by one month the full period of two years, 
an account of a statutory provision passed by the last Legis- 
lature. To the annexed tables you are respectfuliy referred 
for the operations of our Institution for the period indicated 
above. 

At the beginning of the year 1880, you will see that we 
have four hundred and one patients—males, one hundred and 
ninety-three ; females, two hundred and eight; admitted 
during the year, one hundred and thirty-four- -males, sixty-two; 
females seventy-two ; total present for year, five hundred and 
thirty five--males, me hundred and fifty-five; females, two 
hundred and eightyi Discharged, recovered, males, twenty- 
one, females twenty-two; total forty-three. Improved—three 
males, two females ; unimproved, one female; died, forty- 
four— males, twenty-eight; females sixteen ; eloped, one male; 
remaining at the end of the year, four hundred and forty-two, 
males, two hundred and two ; feniales, two hundred and forty. 

For the year eighteen hundred and eighty-one, there were 
present at the beginning, four hundred and forty-two patients— 
males, two hundred and two; females, two hundred andgforty. 
Admitted during the year, one hundred and five—males fifty ; 
females forty five. Total for the year, five hundred 
and forty-seven--males two hundred and fifty-two , females 
two hundred and ninety-five. Discharged, recovered, fifty-five— 
males, twenty-seven ; females twenty-eight. Improved, five— 
males two; females, three ; unimproved, six—males, four; 
females, two. Notinsane, two—one male, one female. Re- 
maining at the end of the year, four hundred and sixteen— 
males, one hundred and eighty-four ; females, two hundred 
and thirty-two. j 

It is with pleasure that I am enabled to state, that since 
my last report all the officers connected with the Asylum have 
been blessed with life and good health. One of our devoted 
Trustees, Mr. J. W. Robinson, in the meridian of life, has 
been removed by death, and we are now not only deprived 
of his wise counsels in our official meetings, but also his 
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pieasant greetings'in the social circle, Many of the employees 
still continue to fill the same positions as when I took charge, 
and each year of their stay imparts additional efficiency, and 
I trust additional interest in the good work in which they are 
important instruments ; for without faithful and trustworthy 
aids, it would be almost impossible to impart efficiency to any 
service, and more especially to that in which so many good 
qualities, both of head and hearts, are drawn upon, and ap- 
preciating the difficulty of finding all the essentials united in 
one person, I have endeavored, both by persuasion, and by 
appealing to the nobler qualities of their nature, to educate 
them to that point which will command the confidence of the 
officers and secure their zeal and co-operation, and am grati- 
fied to state that thus far I have found our assistants generally 
willing and ready to discharge their duties faithfully. While 
I respect discipline, and believe that the proper mode of main- 
taining it, is not to be too exacting, but be ready to overlook 
minor faults, if not too frequently repeated, and believe in so 
doing more good will be accomplished than to enforee with 
severity the rules as prescribed. The responsibility of the 
chief officer in an Institution of this kind is certainly great, 
and although he obtains much credit to which he is not en- 
titled, also receives many reproaches for which he is not re- 
sponsible. So far as commendation and reproaches are con- 
cerned, the accounts will probably balance ; but it is best to 
avoid all sources of distrust and complaints, and to accomplish 
this no one factor is more essential than to have a well ordered 
household, where mutual confidence obtains between the offi- 
cers and employees ; and to secure this loyalty there must be 
some inducements held out to identify the latter with the 
interests of the Institution with which they are connected; 
and to accomplish this purpose, would suggest that fidelity of 
service coupled with efficiency for a certain length of time, 
should entitle them to increased compensation, such as we 
find i$ our army and navy, which thus far seems to have 
operated well for the publie service. 

During my administration we think that we have great cause 
for congratulation that we have had so few accidents, both to 
persons and property, and especially so when it is known that 
our only means for lighting this building is by the use of 
coal oil, à most inflammable and explosive material, and es- 
pecially dangerous when used where persons are whose lack of 
reason suggests neither care nor discretion. The introduction 
of gas as a mode for lighting our Asylum, has been frequently 
called to the attention of the Legislature by my predecessors, 
but up to this time we have not experienced any practical 
results from legislation. So far as I know, there is no asylum, 
so thoroughly equipped in other respects, so devoid of safe 
means for illumination. It is to be hoped that the Legislature 
may realize the importance which we attach to a change to 
gas, as being both best for security and convenience. Scarcely 
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a night passes, that we are not oppressed with fears lest the 
“ building” may take fire from the explosion of a lamp which 
no precaution can always prevent. Laying aside the claims 
which the poor unfortunates have for better protection 
against accidents, it would be by -far the cheapest mode of 
securing the States valuable property from a most dangerous 
element. During the month of April, 1880, we were aroused 
by che alarm of fire, and until its location was determined 
there was great excitement among the ,inmates—so much so 
that the restraints of doors were made to yield to the efforta 
of some in their anxiety to extricate themselves from what 
they conceived to be a great danger, Fortunately for us, the 
fire was located at the.stables and cow-houses, which were 
totally consumed before the assistance of the fire department 
could be obtained from town. While there was no positive 
testimony, circumstances indicated that it was the result of an 
incendiary; but the proof was of such a nature that we did 
not feel warranted in having the party arrested. While the 
loss of the buildings and forage amounted to several thousand 
dollars, we were fortunate in rescuing from the flames all the 
live stock. In determining to replace the buildings, you, L 
think acted wisely in substituting a nice fire-proof brick edifice, 
which, though somewhat expensive, gives us perfect security 
from a similar accident, and at the same time furnishes ample 
room for the large amount of forage annually produced on the 
farm; and last, though not least, has enhanced the beauty of 
the rear grounds wonderfully. 
During the present year there has been with us a great 
amount of sickness, and I regret to say that ourdeath rate has 
been large, exceeding that of any year since I took charge, 
We attribute the great fatality of the present season to the 
long and dry summer, united to the disadvantages incident to 
a crowded household; and so long as we continue to be so 
crowded fear that under the same combination of circum- 
stances,- will be apt to have a recurrence of a large 
amount of sickness, Your plan for artificial ventilation will, 
I trust, before another summer be exeeuted, as I am well satis- 
fied that it will materially cempensate for some of the evils in- 
cident to our crowded state. The past dry summer so re- 
duced our general water supply that for some time we were 
iusufficiently provided with water for bathing purposes. So 
early as the middle of last July, our pond had dried, whence 
our chief supply of water was obtained, and there was then 
supplied by the basin instead of health giving balm the worst 
form of malarial poisoning, to which we refer much of our 
sickness during the fall. While there were not many deaths 
from acute disease, the constitutions of many who were - 
already feeble, were totally wrecked. From a review of our 
tables you will discover that about sixty per cent, of deaths 
are attributable to two diseases, viz: phthisis pulmonaris and 
epilepsy. Many patients, on first entering the Asylum, give 
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unmistakble evidence of pulmonary disease; but this terrible 
malady is chiefly recruited from the wards, in which there is 
not the least thing apparent to any sense to show that tlie rooms 
and corridors are not scrupulously clean, but it is evident 
that there is some latent loeal cause which develops this 
disease, not only among the patients, but also the attendants. 
Could we devise some means to move the disease, which 
develop consumption and epileptic, anæmia our motality would 
be reásonably small. When attacked with consumption we, in 
common with the majority of the medical world, recognize the 
vanity of human aid to do anything, but palliate the suffer- 
ing of the patients, and thus we see, day by day, the typical 
hectic flush, which, in betraying the antagonism between life 
and death is the sure indicatior that the latter will in a few 
&hort weeks prove the victor. 

There are now on the register over one hundred applicants 
for admission into the Asylum, and about whose claims their 


: respective friends are constantly writing to know if there “is 


still no room.” It does not become me to be too importunate, 
but, situatedas I am, feel not only warranted in making sug- 

estions in rather an urgent manner, and were I not to present 
the claims of the insane as forcibly as I could, would consider 
myself unworthy of the position I now occupy. We are in 
want of a great amount of room, not only for those present, 
but also for the many who are now either in uncomfortable 
jails or are a constant eare to their friends, and aze also a con- 
stant menace to the peace and good order of society. "The 
same motives of philanthropy which imposes an obligation to 
care for some of the insane, should be sufficiently comprehen- 
sive to make proper provision for any indiviual in the State, 
whose friends make application for his or her admission, pro- 
vided the law of commitment is complied with. It is quite 
impossible for a member of a legislative body to appreciate 
the great demand on the part of some citizens for the immedi- 
ate admission of their friends, frum reading the mere dry 
statistics connected with a Superintendent's report. Could the 
daily pleadings be addressed directly to each member of our 
Legislature, the effect would be magical, but the truth is so 
insipid when presented intermediately that the failure to 
furnish all that is required for the care and comfort of the 
insane is not for lack of feeling and symyathy for this dis- 
tressed class, but in a failure to appreciate thoroughly their 
wants, presented in an official report. To accomplish what is 
necessary for the insane, both spedily and efficiently, I know 


: no other plan more promising in results, than to establish a 
. new hospital, It is quite probable that at some eligible point a 


suitable building might be found which could form the nucleus 
for a new Asylum. We have many inmates who, are both 


: docile and easily controlled, and could be with safety trans- 


ferred to another building, possessing neither great strength, 
nor requiring alavish expenditure of money. The demand 
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being so urgent is my apology for suggesting some plan for im- 
mediate relief. Beforean additional wing to the present build- 
ing could be completed, there would probably be two hundred 
applicants at the present rate of increase, and thus you see we 
would not be so near accommodating the applicants as now, 
for the capacity of a wing could not give relief to more than 
eighty or ninety patients. While it would be well to give us 
some additions to give symmetry to the building, I would 
not suggest a greut enlargement here--both because of the 
close proximity to Jackson, where at times malignant epi- 
demics prevail, and on account of our extreme southern lati- 
tade, which is considered unsuited for congregating large 
bodies of people in a small space. The chief expense in organi- 
zing anew Asylum would be in the supply of an additional 
corps of officers, which I am glad to say constitutes but a very 
small part of the expense in maintaining public charities. 
Insanity is so universally spread over the state, that there are 
but few whose family ramifications do not embrace those whose 
ultimate destination will be a lunatic asylum. To this fact 
must the general liberality on the part of the people be attri- 
buted towards the endowment of institutions of this charac- 
ter, and were the members of the Legislature to make liheral 
appropriations for this charity, I am satisfied their constituency 
would not only tolerate their votes in favor of such a measure, 
but would applaud the act. Our State Treusury is now 
plethoric, and this is the time to make a new departure, that 
our State may be in full accord with the progressive spirit of 
the age. It is gratifying to announce that our financial condi- 
tion is above reproach, as the Treasurer's account will verify. 
The first of December of the present year shows a credit to 
the Asylum of twenty thousand, three hundred dollars, which I 
doubt not will convince the Legislature that the appropriation 
has been judiciously managed. This large credit is, however, 


due in part to the change made for our report, which antici» 


pates by one month the usual time, leaving the most expensive 
month, December, as the beginning, and not as formerly the 
close of our fisca! year. After deducting all the expenditures 
_ «which will probably be made until the end of the month, I 
' am informed that there will probably be nine or ten thousand 
dollars which legitimately represents the balance of the appro- 
priation for the full term of two years. With this showing I 
think you can safely entrust the present Board of Trustees 
with a liberal support fund, feeling assured that the appropria- 
tion will not be expended injudiciously, but would feel much 
hurt if some little of this fund were not returned to us that we 
might be enabled to beautify the grounds, and.also for the 
purchase of many things, which, though ostensibly for amuse- 
ment, is considered to be the most agreeable and effective physic 
that can be dispensed to the insane. In my last report I assigned 
my reasons in full for asking for a small appropriation to be 
expended under the direction of the Trustees in those things 


“A 
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which they and the Superintendent might think wonld contri- 
bute most to the welfare of the patients. Our only festive 
recreation is an occasional dance, which, even to the insane, 
becomes monotonous, if participated in frequently. We do 
not recognize this Institution as a mere Asylum, where can be 
clothed and fed its unfortunate, but we propose to make it an 
hospital for the skillful treatment of the insane, and sincerely 
trust that no means may be withheld which the Superintendent 
may think indispensable for the successful treatment of those 
entrusted to his care. 

Owing to an extremely dry summer, our farm crops have 
not yielded so abundantly as last year, but have been favored 
with a good garden a great portion of the summer, and now 
have a fine winter supply both of cabbage and turnips. Our 
sweet potato crop. despite the dry summer, yielded bountifully, 
enabling us to house five thousand bughels, which I dare say 
is the largest amount made at any one place in the world. Our 
stock of cattle is at this time in fine condition, but think 1t un- 
wise to keep so large a herd, viz: one hundred and twenty, 
including all ages, unless they have especially good qualities | 
to recommend them. Our hogs are doing welland we will, 
during the winter, put up about twelve thousand pounds o! 
pork. 

Two years ago the main building was thoroughly painted 
throughout the entire exterior, leaving the interior untouched, 
which should be attended to at an early day. When my last 
report was made, our roofing was in a terribly leaky condition, 
butisnowin good state, having been thoroughly repaired 
by a skilful slater. The flooring throughout the entire build- 
ing, and in several of the wards, is in need of immediate atten- 
Lion. 

Our several newspaper friends of two years ago still remein- 
ber us, as evidenced by their weekly greetings, and I am pleased 
to say that several other journals have fallen int. line. The" 
journals regularly sent to us are: The Clarion, Comet, Report, 
Republican, Brookhaven Ledger, Summit Times and Democrat, 
Meridian Homestead, Enterprise Courier, Kemper Herald, 
Aberdeen Weekly, Aberdeen Examiner, Corinth Democrat and 
Subsoiler, Carthageuian, Water Valley Courier, Lhe Vicksburg 
Herald, Commercial, Yazoo Herald and Brandon Republican. 
During the present year aur list has increased, and hope that 
it may continue to do so, as no literature is so cheap and 
entertaining as a weekly newspaper. We are under especial 
obligations to Mr. J. S. Pierson, of New York for a large con- 
tribution of valuable miscellaneous matter together with many 
handsome pictures and views. Such disinterested kindness 
will eretainly meet with its reward, as none but a true philanthro- 
pist would have extended his charities to so remote a place 
where there were no claims but a common brotherhood, 

To the different companies, constitutiug the Fire Deparment 
of Jackson, are we indebted for their prompt attendance 
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during our fire in 1880, and although too late to effect any 
good, deserve none the less credit for their efforts to save and 
guard the public property, giving an earnest to the Legis!ature 
that the appropriation for their partial maintenance was not 
bestowed in vain. 

In the Annual Report of the Steward, Capt. R. F. McGill, 
you will find and itmised account of all expenditures for the 
past two years, as well as the productions of the farm and 
garden for the same period, Succeeding this report you will 
find that of the Matron, which shows that the usual amount 
of clothing has been made and distributed. To the efficiency 
of my assistant, Dr. James McWillie, am I indebted for the 
care and smoothness with which our official business is con- 
ducted. Our Steward, Capt. R. F. McGill, is ready and prompt 
in the discharge of all his duties, and is recognized where 
known as a man whose integrity is unimpeachable, which 
doubtless accounts for his long term of office. Gov. J. M. 
Stone, the ex-officio President of the Board of Trustess, has 
been espically interested in the welfare of the Asylum, and in 
his retirement carries with him the good will and admiration 
of both officers and employes of this Institution---recognizing 
him asa warm friend of the insane and as courteous to all 
persons connected with the place. Our Trustees are gentlemen 
who have been selected not only for their administrative ability, 
but also for their sociaiand moral worth, and have displayed zeal 
and efficiency in the discharge of their delicate trust, for which 
each and all recognize a debt of thanks.
